FOURTEEN DEAD 


As a Result of Last 
Xight's 
Mine Disaster. 


Tbe RDNtainK Waters Oronrned Two 
Men in the Ainerlcn» and Twelve In 
tbe Sleepy Hollow Mines.

CKNTBALCITY. Colo., Aug. 30.—The 
accidental flooding of the Americus 
and Sleepy 
HOJIOTT mines yesterday 
afternoon caused the death, it is be- 
lieved, of thirteen miners. 
Every ef- 
fort is being made to rescue tbe un- 
fortunate men, but little hope is en- 
tertained. 


A little after 3 o'clock the water in 
the lower workings of the Fisk mine, 
east of the main shaft, broke through 
the workings of the vein that has been 
worked a number of years. 
CroBsing 
eastward, it struck the Americus, where 
two Italian miners, whose names were 
not learned, were at work in the lower 
part of the shaft. They were both 
drowned. In its course the, water was 
diverted to the Sleepy Hollow mine, 
the easterly portion of the Fisk vein. 
Fourteen men were working in the 
Sleepy Hollow, three of whom escaped. 
A courier was sent to the adjacent 
mines and all their workmen escaped. 


Those in the Sleepy Hbllow mine 
whose escape was shut'ofi were as fol- 
lows:

The sounding of the whistle gave^the 
first signal of disaster, and soon the 
shaft building of the Sleepy 
Hollow 
mine was so crowded with the families 
and relatives of the imprisoned min- 
ers, and those anxious to render assist- 
ance, that it was almost impossible for 
the work of rescue to proceed. 


Deputy 
Sheriff W. W. Williams 
finally arived on the ground, the build- 
ing was cleared and practical miners 
offered their services in lowering the 
bucket. The furthest depth attained 
was 330 feet, the accumulated gas 
forced up by the rising water being 
such that a candle would not burn at 
a greater depth. 


A second effort was made, a larger 
sized safety lamp having been placed 
in the bucket. The rescuer who first 
descended in the bucket, M. H. Frisk, 
was later found at the 330 foot level in 
an almost insensible condition. 
Other 
volunteers went down afterward, but 
were not successful in reachint; a lower 
point in the shaft, owing to the rising 
^ter. 
Extra water buckets were sent 
for and brought to the mine, which is 
now working with a view of lowering, 
the water. The managers of the prop- 
erty were on the ground, and were 
very assiduous in their efforts to release 
the men. 
The two men in the Ameri- 
cus are without doubt dead. 
Those in 
the Sleepy Hollow, unless they can be 
found in some of the slopes, have also 
met death. 


ever since closing down of the pumps 
in the incline shait of the new Gregory 
Mining company th^ water in the shaft 
has been gradually rising, the owners of 
the Fisk mine having been driven out 
the lower to the upper workings. 
This was due to the inability of the 
owners at the Fisk and Sleepy Hollow 
to agree upon a plan to prorate the 
drainage.

Twenty-nine men were working in the 
Sleepy Hollow and Americus mines 
when last night's disaster occurred. 
All who escaped

The calamity is one which has not 
been unexpected. 
For three yeavs 
past a dispute between the owners of 
the sever^ mines in the group has been 
on over the question of drainage. The 
Gregory, Bob Tail, Fiake, Americus and 
Sleepy Hollow, have been parties to the 
dispute and the three properties first 
named have been closed down in their 
lower levels and allowed to stand parti- 
ally filled with water because of this 
misunderstanding over pro-rating the 
expense of drainage between the sev 
era! owners. 
The workings of the 
mines are BO situated that the Gregory, 
Bob Tail and the Fiske have been 
forced to combat a strong flow of water, 
the pumping of which by them left the 
Sleepy Ho)lowand Americus practically 
dry 


When the Fiske owners failed to ar- 
range eatisfactorially with their neigh- 
bors to meet a shar« of tbe pumpiug 
expense they allowed tbe water to rise 
in the lower workings and this large 
reservoir stood above the workings of 
the adjoining mines, a constant menace 
to those working beneath, 
The Sleepy 
Hollow, Americus arnd Fiske are on 
the same vein of ore. The first two are 


connected by drifts at the 400-foot 
level. The Americus and Fiske are 
separated by a wall of ore standing in 
the vein at the joint end lines. 
So 
much greater is the system of under- 
ground workings in the Fiske than 
those of its end line neighbors that the 
rush of water from the three levels 
above the point of the break was quite 
sufficient to fill the entire workings of 
the two. 


The Americus filled first below the 
400 foot level and it was no appreciable 
time before water was pouring from it 
into the Sleepy Hollow through the air 
tunnel connection on the level where 
the break occurred. The Sleepy Hol- 
low has a system of insurance by which 
the men are aseessed 3 per cent, of 
their wages and on death their rela- 
tives receive half pay for six months, 
together with funeral expenses paid by 
the company.

BOSTON, Aug. 30.—The triennial con- 
clave of the Knights Templar closes to- 
day. 
Many knights have departed 
already, but there are large numbers 
who will remain in this vicinity in 
small parties for a week and longer. 
Nearly all of the commanderies hav4 
closed their headquarters, however, and 
before night will dispand. The temp- 
lars who remain went on yaxcursions in 
every direction today.

The place was rather out of the way 
and dangerous, owing to snakes, which 
are numerous in* that region. One 
child thrust its hand into what It sup- 
posed was the hen's nest and guickl y 
withdrew it, exclaiming that the hen 
pecked its hand. 
The other two chil- 
dren put in their hands with the same 
result and then set up a loud cry. The 
mother was at the well with the baby 
and the alarm so excited her that she 
left the babe and ran to the assistance 
of the three children, who, it seems, 
had been bitten by a rattlesnake. Dur- 
ing the excitement the little babe fell 
into the well and wss drowned and the 
three other children also died.

Firm There Will Make 4,500,000 "Cof> 
fin Tacks" Daily. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., Aug. 30.—The tobac- 
co trust is soon to have a formidable 
competitor in the manufacture of cigar- 
ettes. 
The Liggett & Myers' Tobacco 
company, of this city, will enter the 
field on Sept, 15, with a daily output of 
4.500,000. The old Tower Grove hotel, 
at Tower Grove station, has undergone 
a complete overhauling and will be 
used 8S a factory for making "coffin 
tacks." It will give employment to 
over 300 hands. 
Just south of the fac- 
tory several large warehouses, for the 
storing of the cigarettes and raw mater- 
ial, will be erected. 
The plant is oppo- 
site the site of the enormous factory 
now under construction. The Liggett 
& Myer and the Drummond Tobacco 
companies, of this city, manufacture 45 
per cent, of the plug tobacco of the 
country, and their determination to 
engage in the cigarette business was 
occasioned by the trust's embarking in 
the manufacture of plug tobacco, sell- 
ing it at less than cost, and relying on 
the profits from cigrrettes for revenue 
to sustain their business

ner the trust hoped to force the plug 
tobacco manufacturers into the trust, 
or forcf ihein cut of busicesa

MAY BE AVENGED. 


Jonathan Crnmpacker's Assas- 
sin is Named by a Tramp. 


Confession of a Prisoner Gives Details 
ot a Crime^Aecnsed Slayer Will be 
Bronsrht to Bristol, Ind. 


BRISTOL, Ind., Aug. 30.—The unpro- 
voked murder of Jonathan Crumpacker 
on the Aight of December 2. 1894, may 
be explained by a tramp's confession. 


The assassin's victim was a promi- 
nent and wealthy farmer, and robbery 
was the motive for the crime. 
Crum- 
packer was found prostrate in the road- 
way a short distance from his home, 
which was in the outskirts of the town, 
with his skull crushed and lying in a 
pool of his own blood. 


The murder was enveloped in the 
greatest mystery. The finger of sus- 
picion pointed to certain residents of 
the village, and several arrests were 
made, but it was found impossible to 
fasten the responsibility for the deed. 
The county offered a large reward for 
the apprehension of the murderer, but 
time elapsed and aU ^efforts were ap- 
parently abandoned. 


Sheriff Kidder, however, was alert, 
and further search was made. The 
clew which now promises to solve the 
mystery and place the noose around 
the neck of a prisoner named Jordan 
in the jail at Woodstock, HI., is the 
confession of a tramp in custody at 
Rochester, N. Y., who, with hope of 
immunity, has capped the climax of 
sensation developments with the de- 
tails of the murder. 
Wilson, the 
tramp, made his voluntary confession 
to a Newark attorney named Miller, 
who has been in constant communica- 
tion with the county authorities. 


Wilson was tramping with Jordan, 
but his confession denies actual com- 
plicity in the murder. 
Jordan was out 
of money and proposed robbing the 
first man they met. 
He followed 
Crumpacker and at an opportune time 
grappled with him, and to accomplish 
his purpose, dealt him a blow with a 
club which he carried. 
The blow 
proved fatal. 


Jordan and Wilson disappeared and 
later quarreled and separated. 
Both 
subsequently were committed to jail 
for minor crimes, Jordan at Wood- 
stock, 111., and Wilson at Rochester, 
where his acquaintance was made by 
Lawyer Miller. 


The reward was claimed by the attor- 
ney, and Sheriff Kidder, to substan- 
tiate this claim, went east. He re- 
turned home to pursue his inquiries 
further. The confession was verified 
in part by investigation, and then 
Deputy Sheriff Chatten was sent to 
Woodstock to interview Jordan. 


In a long talk yesterday Jordan 
claimed to Officer Chatten that during 
the entire month of December. 1894, 
he was in the vicinity of Woodstock, 
and says he was working for a farmer 
ten miles from the town: 
Chatten is 
following up this claim and will leave 
no ground unturned to prove or dis- 
prove this assertion. 


Requisition papers are in the hands 
of Governor Altgeld, and the prisoner 
will be returned to this county to be 
faced by Wilson, on whose testimony 
the state will try to secure the convic- 
tion of Jordan for murder. The sheriff 
at Woodstock is giving his best aid to 
the local authorities. 
Sheriff Kidder 
is in receipt of almost daily correspond- 
ence from the eastern authorities, but 
it is not inclined to consider the case 
by any means thoroughly in hand. He 
proposes to follow up the clew to the 
end. 
The complications arising tend 
to make the case of more than ordinary 
interest. If Jordan succeeds in estab- 
lishing an alibi the murderers of Jona- 
than Crumpacker will be still at large.

Over Two Hnndrc<l ol Them Finetl 825 
and They Paid it Without 
a Murmur. 


N E W YORK. Aug. 30.—Four hundred 
and twenty-five excise cases were set 
down for hearing today before Justice 
Jerome in the new court of special 
sessions, 
An immense throng filled 
the court room and the halls leading to 
it when the court opened. 
The rush 
was precipitated by the justice's an- 
nouncement on Wednesday last that 
all the liquor dealers who would plead 
guilty today would be let off with a $25 
fine; that any who would plead guilty 
after September 1 would be fined $300 
while those who stood trial and were 
found guilty would be sent for three 
months to the penitentiary. When the 
court opened Justices Jerome, Hayes 
and Holbrook were present. 
Justice 
Jerome at once announced that all 
those liquor dealers who would plead 
guilty would be let off with a fine of 
$25. 


"All those," said Justice Jerome, 
"who do not plead guilty will please 
withdraw and another day will be set 
down for their trial." 


There was immediately a tremendous 
rush for the bar. 
"Don't come in all 
at once," cried the clerk, Who was as- 
tonished at the rush of the liquor deal- 
ers. 
It was like a flood dam, and the 
liquor men fought to get first on the 
line. 
"Have your |25 ready, please," 
again cried the clerk and immediately 
there was a rustic of bills and the 
greenbacks were flourished in big rolls. 


In a very short space of time bills 
were piled a foot high on the desk in 
front of the clerk, and he was obliged 
to call out for a respite from his task.' 
It was said that at least half of those 
on the calendar would plead guilty, 
and, judging by the way the proceed- 
ings began, the estimate was not too 
much. At 11 o'clock $1,000 had been 
taken by the clerk and his assistants. 
Six big policemen had to keep the 
crowd in order and they had to keep 
hustling.

RANSOM'S WOES. 


He Cannot Draw a Salary for 
His Services. 


Tbe .Senate Must First Confirm His 
Apitointnieut to the Office of 
iVIinister to Mexico. 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
30 —Minister 
Ransom's troubles have not ceased. 
First, his salary was withheld for 
months, then his appointment as min- 
ister was declared illegal and the office 
vacated. It was thought that his re- 
appointment by the 
president on 
August 24 would end the complica- 
tions, but Deputy 
Auditor of the 
Treasury Willie has decided that Min- 
ister Ransom cannot drajr salary until 
he is confirmed by the senate. The 
provision of law upon which he bases 
his opinion is as follows : 


"No money shall be paid from the 
treasury as salary to any person ap- 
pointed during a recess of the senate 
to fill a vacancy in any existing office 
if the vacancy existed while the senate 
was in session and was by law to be 
filled by or under the advice and con- 
sent of the senate, until such appointee 
has been confirmed by the senate." 


Mr. Willie holds that the decision of 
his chief. Auditor Holcomb, that Mr. 
Ransom's first appointment was illegal 
and that he was, therefore, not entitled 
to draw salary, meant nothing if it did 
not mean that since the death of Min- 
ister Gray there has been no minister 
to Mexico. In this case he holds that 
Mr. Ransom's appointment now comes 
under the provision of law quoted as a 
recess appointment made to fill a 
vacancy existing while the senate was 
in session. A further question ia raised 
as to whether, when confirmed, Mr. 
Ransom's accrued salary since the date 
of his last appointment can be paid, or 
whether he will have to look for relief 
to congress as in the case of his first 
appointment, but on this point Mr. 
Willie is not prepared to express an 
opinion.

The boiler in the sawmill of John

The reports read at the Detroit con- 
ference show that encouraging progress 
has been made through the efforts of 
the State Commissions for the Promo- 
tion of Uniform Legislation, and tha„ 
the outlook for further progress is most 
promising. 


The woi k which these commisBions 
have undertaken is of vital importance 
to the community. 
The differences 
among state laws in matters wherein 
uniformity is highly desirable have 
been the source of much 
trouble and 
no little injustice in the courts. 
This 
has been notably so in the case of wills, 
marriage and divorce, insolvency and 
commercial paper. 
One of the strong- 
est arguments in favor of a national 
law of bankruptcy is found in the evils 
and abuses of the various state in- 
solvency laws, while the looseness of 
the marriage and divorce laws in sev- 
eral states has long been a subject of 
general complaint. 


Commercial law, which had its birth 
and rise in the custom of nations, and 
which should be world wide in its uni- 
formity, has been tinkered and patched 
by the different state legislatures until 
a merchant or banker must stop and 
inquire what are its peculiar provisions 
at every state line. 
What is perfectly 
legitimate in one state is not permissi- 
ble in another, and all right again in 
yet another. 
Frequent attempts have 
been made for reform in this direction 
by associations, and the matter has 
been much discussed in legal and li^r: 
ary periodicals, but it has never re- 
ceived the attention it deserves. 


The uniformity eo much desired can 
come only from congressional action in 
matters within the jurisdiction of con- 
gress or from the action of the several 
legislatures in adopting a common form 
of law. 
In a number of states commis- 
sions have been appointed to further 
such state action, and it is gratifying to 
learn that their labors have been at 
tended with no little success.

Interest in the subject of the admis 
Bion of women as delectes to the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church has been excited by 
the expressions df Drs. Payne and 
King. 
It is not alone the clergy, but 
the laity, who are inclined to take posi- 
tiye position on the one side oi* the 
other in regard to this matter. 
The 
laity were themselves only within the 
last ten or twelve years represented in 
the general conference, and there are 
many among them who, after having 
gained recognition, are inclined to ex- 
tend the same courtesy to women, who 
are always active in church work, often 
more practically tha n men. 


A prominent lay member of the 
church, Dr. John Clark Üidpath, of In- 
diana, represented as a layman in the 
northwest Indiana conference in the 
general conference of 1888 
Dr. Bid- 
path is well known, not only among 
itethodists, but by the public gener- 
ally, as the author of -'Ridpath's His- 
tory of the World," ' Bidpath's History 
of the United States," "The Great 
Races of Mankind." "Life and Work of 
Garfield," etc. 
Dr. .:R::dpath is thus 
quoted by the Chicago Post on this 
question: 


"I do not doubt that the movement 
for the admission of women to equal 
rights in the conference, and, indeed, 
in all relations of the church, will pre- 
vail. 
I have long been in favor of such 
a change in our methods as will give 
women absolutely equal rights. 
I look 
at this ecclesiastical questipn just as 
look at the social and political ques- 
Itions. 
I have never baen able to see 
any ground for deducing human rights 
and prerogatives from 
physiological 
¡.distinctions. 
In our church there is a 
very large, almost an overwhelming 
majority of both the laity and the min- 
isters in favor of the admiEsion of 
women to the generaí conference. The 
> so called constitution of the church has 
been construed to exclude them. 
This 
-construction was doubtful in the first 
place, but the conservative opinion 
prevailed, and we are now obliged to 
take Buch steps as will legally and con- 


I stitutionally enfranchise ¿11 Methodist 
women. 
This, I do not doubt, will be 
accomplished in the election in the 
annual conferences and at the session 
of the general conference next year. 
I'l regard the exclusive man government 
[of the church as a relic of monasticiem 
which the enlightened spirit of this age 
will no longer bear. 
I long to see the 
day when all human beings shall have 
absolutely eojual rights, social, civil, 
political and ecclesiastical—all the way 
from the bottom to the top of our 
human structure, without deviation or 
exception. 
I believe that the welfare 
of society will be vastly promoted by 


[ such a change as shall remove the last 
vestige of the middle age discrimina- 
tions against womankind." 


No doubt many Americans are rx- 
claimiug ill their luinclH against the 
"unjust 
discrimiuatiou" 
of 
foreign 
countries against American beef cattle. 
Tiioy are apt to attribute it all to the 
jealousy of foreign governments towiu-d 
this great 
and 
prosperous country. 
Well, the report of the United States 
consul at Havre would throw some light 
on the minds of these patriotic Ameri- 
cans. 
Mr. Chancellor says the arrange- 
ments for our lort'ign cattlo sliij^ping 
show that common sense is badly lack- 
ing iu the shippers. 
No proper provi- 
sion for the safety and comfort of the 
animals is made, he declares. 
The im- 
portation of United States cattlo into 
Europe was stopped because the steers 
camo "jammed into steamers, seasick, 
battered, bruised, crippled and fam- 
ished. " Consul Chancellur further says 
that no live beeves should be shipped 
uule.ss they are provided with padded 
stalls, swings and other appliances to 
keep the lurching of the vessel from 
crushing them. 
Above all, they should 
be shipped in the care of ''humane, reli- 
able and 
intelligent attendants, who 
will not beat and prod them from 
H'untou and vicious cruelty. "

Good Times Iu the South. 


No part of 
this great country Is 
"catcliing up" faster than the south. A 
corres])oudent of tlie St. Louis Globo- 
Democrat, who lias been making inqui-' 
ries in the various sections, gets a uni- 
versally cheerful report. The hard times 
of tlio past two years liave actully been 
beneficial to the south in the lessons tliey 
have taught. 
The farmers on tlieir part 
have been forced by the need of cash in- 
to raising more diversiiied crops, par- 
ticularly fruit and vegetables. 


Planters also largely increased tho 
pi'oduetion of pigs and poultry, thus 
raising their own meat to a great ex- 
tent. 
In Georgia tho early fruit crop 
brings into tho stato $1,500,000 of 
spending money just when tho agricul- 
turist needs it most to tide him over tho 
first half of summer. 


The country merchants of the south 
have also learned a most valuable les- 
son. 
Taught by the losses of tJie past 
two years, they liave become more par- 
ticular iu giving credit and much more 
exacting iu demanding cash payments. 
They had to do it or go uuder. 
The re- 
sult is that the cash paymeufc system, 
the only one that will wear, has be- 
come more common in the south than it 
ever was before. If it should become 
general throughout the United States, 
it will bo millious in our pockets. 


Bank deposits in Atlanta for the first 
six mouths of this year are $800,000 
more than they were for tho same timo 
in 
1894, which shows that a large 
amount of money is makiug ready for 
investmout There has been in the region 
of which Atlanta is the center an in- 
crease in volume of trade of from 12 to 
20 per cent. Prices are everywhere low, 
however, but this very fact will increase 
the volume of trade. Many will take 
advantage of low prices to make large 
ptu-chases. 


Arkansas reports a boom of immigra- 
tion, chiefly agricultural, from all parts 
of the north and is happy accordingly. 
Dallas mentions great improvement iu 
trade, increase of manufacturing indus- 
tries and "two or three new railroads 
heading for this city." 
It is to be 
hoped they will not go into the hands 
of receivers under at least two years. 
That great coal and iron center, Bir- 
mingham, reports an increase of 80 per 
cent of business over last year. New 
plants, whose construction involves the 
expenditure of hundreds of thousands, 
are in process of erectioja. 


The Horse Will Not Go. 


Half a century ago, when the era of 
railway building began in America, it 
was predict«d that the day of the honse 
was over. 
The day of the stagecoach 
certainly was over, and the age of slow 
travel, but there are teu times as many 
horses in the country today as there 
were 60 years ago. 


It will be just the same when the bi- 
cycle and the electric railway and even 
the horseless wagon do their perfect 
work. 
The horses of America in past 
years have generally been inferior to 
those of Em'ope. We have bred tremen- 
dous trotters and pacers, and Kentucky 
and Virginia gaited saddle horsfes unex- 
celled in beauty, grace and intelligence 
the world over. We have even had a few 
thoroughbreds that compared favorably 
with those of Great iBritarn. 
We also 
developed the pacing horse as a track 
animaL But the fact remains that up to 
this time the common horse of America 
has been fearfully scrub. He was small; 
he was muddy looking; he had little 
strength and hardly so much intelligence 
as his European cousins, bred for cen- 
turies from the best equine blood on the 
planet. 


It is this kind of scrub horse that 
must drop out here in America. Already 
thousands of specimens of the tribe have 
been reduced to horse beef ta the north- 
west and shipped to France or sold on 
the Chicago market. But the fast trot- 
ter, the really fast one,,brings more 
mone^ than he ever did. So does the 
very handsome, large, higii stepping car- 
riage horse. Mankind lofves a fine horse 
and always will do so. A Boston dealer 
says that the trade inhrjrses has doubled 
itself in the past three years in that city 
in spite of hard times. Another dealer 
says he has sold more ponies, Shetlands 
and others, with carriages to match, iu 
the past six months than he has done in 
ten years. 


It is absolutely-certain that the gait- 
ed, perfectly trair.ed saddle Jiorse, the 
handsome high sfjepping carriage horse, 
the lightning troi;ter and pacer will not 
go at all. Neitheir will the heavy draft, 
at least not for- many years to come. 
Farmers ought tp remember mearrvvhile 
that it takes live yeai-s to get a colt 
ready to put ujjou the market as a tiior- 
oughly educated horse. 


The. lirst plant fwr pressing cotton iu 
•;iuj litiW cylindrical bales is to bo built 
lu Arkansas. 


The corn crop of 18:95 promises to\be 
the largest ever grown even in tlus 
greatest corn country of the earth. It is 
expected that there -^vill be not less'than 
2,000,000,000 bushels. The crop istnow 
fairly safe fi'om weatlier contingencies. 
The value of all this to the counU:ry, 
coimting iu the fodder to feed live stock, 
will be as much as tJiree-quarters of a 
billion dollars. 
Tho more of this we 
can use at home as food for people and 
animals the better. 
Ai'geutina has be- 
become a formidable rival to us in tho 
sale of Indian corn ;to Em'ope, and ex- 
port prices will bo low. 
Meat of all 
kinds iu this coimti^y is at presecat very 
high to the consujner, however little 
the producer may'receive for it. 
But 
certainly quicker 
and more 
skilllful 
routes from produoer to consumer can 
be found than thoso at present iu vogue. 
The fai-metr will get tilie most for his 
great Indian com crop by feeding it to 
beeves, sheep, swine and poultry on' his 
fcU-m. 


A certain mixture of gases devised by 
a Frenchman is-said to bo a perfect dis- 
infectant.

AND THE 
AMERICAN 


UNIVERSITY AT WASHINGTON. 


THe Bishop's E n e r s e t i o W o r k — P l a n s Soon 


to B o 
Selected 
and W o r k 
B«£rnn I n a 


F e w W e e k s — T h e Site W i l l B o One of the 


Most Beautiful I n Washington. 


Through the persistent and untiring 
efforts of Bishop John F. Hurst of 
Washington and the energy of an eiïî- 
cient building committee, the proposed 
American university at Washington has 
now taken tangib^T form, and within a 
few weeks groimd will be broken for 
the first of tho buildings, which, when 
erected, will far outrival anything of 
the kind in the Capital City. 


The site of the proposed university is 
on the northwestern heights Of Wash- 
ington and covers more than 90 acres. 
It is in some respects the most desirable 
location in or near the city. 
Situated 
along the extension of Massachusetts 
avenue and half fronting on Nebraska 
avenue, the building will command a 
charming view of the city, of the Poto- 
mac and the surrounding'country and 
the Blue Ridge mountains in the dis- 
tance. 
The large extent of territory in- 
cluded in the tract slopes gently from 
the summit, where the buildings are to 
stand, and is already being pnt into 
condition for athletic purposes. 


Every effort is now being made to 
raise funds and hurry the building 
work along as fast as possible. 
By the 
end of September it is hoped that two 
buildings at least will bo under Way, 
and with the advent of spring the great 
university will be pushed rapidly toward 
completion. 


At the present time the Hal! of His- 
tory, the Administration building, Ep- 
worth hall and the library are provided 
for, and money is rapidly coming in for 
the other buildings. 
In fact, Bishop 
Hurst has now on hand about-$800,000, 
which he expects to swell to $1,000,000 
in the near future. 


The last gift to the university was 
made by General J. Watts de Peyster of 
Tivoli, N. Y., who presented a suflScient 
sum to insui-e the erection of the library, 
which is to be known as "The General 
J. Watts de Peyster College of Lan- 
guages. " In front of this building will 
stand a bronze statue of heroic size, now 
being made iu Pai'is. 


An endowment of $100,000 for the 
College of Languages has been contrib- 
uted by a Kew York woman. 
It has 
been intimated that General de Peyster 
intends to give to the university his 
valuable collection of books and curios, 
which represent several generations of 
collecting. Mrs. Olive Logan, widow of 
Gênerai John A. Logan, has been in- 
struniental in securing the funds for the 
Administration building. 


Prominent architects of New York, 
Boston, 
Cleveland, 
Washington 
and 
England have submitted plans for the 
several 
buildings already contracted 
for, but none has been accepted. 
The 
New York committee has passed on a 
number, and the plans are now in the 
hands of the Washington members. 


Since the purchasing of the site for 
the university four years ago, at a cost 
of $100,000, the land in that vicinity 
has had a gi-eat boom, and four times 
that amount has already been offered 
the trustees for the tract. 
When the 
buildings are completed and the sur- 
roimdings beautified, the university, it 
is expected, will have the most beauti- 
ful piece of property in Washington. — 
New York Times.

Samuel Lewis, a wealthy 
slave owner in Tennessee, died in 1858 
Included in his estate were 12 slaves. 


The heirs brought the slaves to Illi 
nois, and it is claimed that at Geneva 
Ills., they were sold to William Ferre 
who is made the defendant in this suit. 
William Lewis, tho plaintiff, ia a son 
of Samuel Lewis. 
He claims that he 
never transferred his interest in tho 
slaves and that Ferre is indebted to him 
in the sum of $5,00p. 


William Lewis is a resident of Chi 
cago, and he asserts that the reason this 
claim is not outlawed is that Ferre has 
been a resident of Missouri and Indiana 
ever since the time of the sale. Ferre is 
now visiting a daughter here and has 
been served with the process.—-New 
York World.

GRAD^ RAILWAY CROSSIKGS. 


Grade railway croEsinga are likely to 
be abolished and hereafter when a new 
road attempts to cross one of the old 
established trunk lines there will be 
contest. 
The law of humanity is now 
ooming to take sides with the road 
which opposes another railroad cross 
ing its tracks at grade. 
A case in 
point is now being tested in Ohio, and 
on Wednesday the Pennsylvania com 
pany took active mea&ures to prevent 
the Lima Northern, railroad from cross 
ing the main line of the Fort 
y^ayne 
on a grade, and even went so far as to 
raise the grade of the trunk line so as 
to make it nonfoimatle with the al- 
ready established grade of the branch 
road. 
The Foit Wayne officials openly 
avow that they will fight every attempt 
to cross their lines on a grade to the 
bitter end, and that, rather than per- 
mit the danger of running rapid ex 
press trains to be increased by such 
death traps, they will push the cases 
through all the graduations of court 
They aUo state that, in BO far as the 
circumstancds will permit, they are 
eliminating the country road crotsings 
by making overgrade or undergrade 
arches or bridge s. 


ATTEMPT TO WRECK A TKAIN. 


An attempt to wreck Kickel Plate 
passenger train No. 1 was happily frus- 
trated early Wednesday morning. Ties 
had bees piled upon the tracks about a 
mile west of McComb, Ohio, with the 
evident intention of ditching the pas- 
senger train, but No. 44, a through 
freight, which had instructions to side- 
track at the switch near that point and 
give the main track to No. 1, struck 
the ties and threw them off the track. 
When 
the 
collision occurred, the 
freiight was slowing up for the switch 
and aside from demolishing the pilot 
no damage occurred. 
Had the train 
been going in the opposite direction, 
however, the result would certainly 
have been disastrous, as the ties had 
been braced against the ties upon 
which the rails rested in such a man- 
ner that they could not be shoved 
aside by the pilot, and the engine would 
have been thrown from the tracks. 
The locomotive was able to pull its 
train in the siding and the track was 
cleared j a s t a s t h e headlights of the 
passenger train hove in sight.

freight crew caught a glimpse of a man 
who jumped from behind some bushes 
and scampered away an instant after 
the engine struck the ties, and from the 
description they ghve, Detective Tom 
Wilkinson concluded that the guilty 
party was James Bicketts, who resides 
in Fostoria, and the fellow was arrested 
and is now in jail at Findlay, Ohio.

New York's Water Supply. 


Americans demand enormous quan- 
tities of water. The consumption in 
this city In proportion to the population 
is so largo as to prove that a great per- 
centage of the people here are of clean- 
ly habits and use water prodigally. 
Nevertheless, New York is far behind 
ancient Rome in its water supply. The 
ma,gnificent aqueducts constructed by 
1ii6 Romans poured into the stately cen- 
ter of that splendid empire the copious 
streams which supplied the huge public 
baths in the various quarters of the 
city. Rome was a city of baths and of 
fountains, and her citizens were never 
compelled to bo frugal or sparing in 
the use of water. New York ought to 
have a sufficient water supply to pro- 
vide public baths in great numbei-s, 
both in the lower and upper parts of 
the city, and also to make the city a 
city of fountains. The metropolis has 
been sadly lacking in beautiful and ar- 
tistic fountains. Its attractions would 
be Increased wonderfully if It were on 
a peer witb certain cities in Europe in 
the variety and beauty of its foun- 
tains. 
Until Lake George or Lake 
Champlaln or a part of the Adiron- 
dacks is drawn upon for this metro- 
polis, the supply of water for foun- 
tains and for baths may still be stint- 
ed. 
The making of artesian wells 
ought to be encouraged in order that 
the manufacturers, the transportation 
companies, the brewera, the hotels, the 
liquor dealers and others, who now use 
Immense quantities of Croton, may 
draw their supplies from such wella 
With many artesian wells on Manhat- 
tan Island and in the annexed districts 
there would be a much greater quanti- 
ty of Croton available for fountains and 
for baths.—New York Tribune'.
